EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Sterling Fillmore on 1/21/2010. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

4. In claim 19, at lines 7-10, "wherein the window glass is arranged in either a first 
state or a second state, wherein in the first state the window glass is nearly parallel with 
a first axis and not parallel with a second axis, and the angle between a surface of the 
window glass and the second axis is in the range of 5° to 12°," has been deleted. At 
lines 1 1 and 12, "wherein in the second state the window glass is nearly parallel with the 
second axis and not parallel with the first axis," has been changed to — wherein the 
window glass is not parallel with the first axis and nearly parallel with the second axis 
and, — . 

5. Claim 32, at lines 8-1 1 , "wherein the window glass is arranged in either a first 
state or a second state, wherein in the first state the window glass is nearly parallel with 
a first axis and not parallel with a second axis, and the angle between a surface of the 
window glass and the second axis is in the range of 5° to 12°," has been deleted. At 
lines 12 and 13, "wherein in the second state the window glass is nearly parallel with the 
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second axis and not parallel with the first axis," has been changed to — wherein the 
window glass is not parallel with the first axis and nearly parallel with the second axis 
and, — . 

6. Claims 21-22 and 33-34 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 19-20, 23-32 and 35-37 are allowed. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claims 19 and 32 and their dependent claims, 20, 23-31 and 35-37 are allowed based on 
the applicant's arguments submitted 1/7/2010 and the specific angle range claimed in 
the independent claims.
